There’re a number of new techniques you’ll need to 
learn in order to become a Tefcfcen 3 master. Just to 
give you a head-start on everyone else, we’ve listed 
the three most important below...

■ Dead easy to use but hard to master. By tapping 
either # or # on the pad, your fighter will slide in 
or out of the screen and step around any oncoming 
attacks. You've gotta predict where the attack's 
coming from though (if it's a right-handed attack, 
step to your right to dodge and vice versa) and 
manage to time it perfectly to get the upper hand. 
Too early and attacks will track your movement, 
resulting in a fist in the face. Too late and... well, it's 
too late, so it's another smack in the gob. Get the 
hang of it and you can use multiple sidesteps to get 
round the back of opponents, flooring 'em before 
they've had time to turn around.
